1. The reply filed on 9/30/02 is not fully responsive to the prior Office action because of the 
following omission(s) or matter(s): the request for information under 37 CFR 1.105 (Paper No. 30, filed 
3/25/02, pages 2-3) specifically inquired as to the nucleotide sequence of deposited clone ATTC 97525. 
Applicant's representative has responded by supplying a paper copy of a sequence listing and a CRF 
copy. However, there is: 

1) No amendment to enter this paper copy into the specification; 

2) The statement that the paper copy and the CRF copy of the sequence listing are identical 
was not made by a representative of record of the Applicant in this Application, and; 

3) The statement itself was deficient in that it did not indicate that the sequence listings were not 
new matter. 

In addition, there is no indication made by Applicant's representative as to what the relationship 
is between this sequence listing and the instant Application, i.e. is the single sequence provided the 
nucleotide sequence of deposited clone ATTC 97525? If so, Applicant's representative should amend 
the application to recite the SEQ ID NO in both the specification and the claims and the Examiner will 
complete the search in this Application and that will hopefully result in an allowance for the Applicant if 



no prior art is found or an art rejection that Applicant can use to make a reasonable determination on 
how to proceed with prosecution. 

The Examiner agrees with the Applicant's representative's feelings in the revised brief on appeal 
that "enough is enough" (page 5) and wants to work with Applicant's representative to bring this case to 
a close and will make every effort to assist Applicant's representative to do so after Applicant's 
representative makes a complete and fully responsive amendment to the issues at hand. 

Since the above-mentioned reply appears to be bona fide, applicant is given ONE (1) MONTH 
or THIRTY (30) DAYS from the mailing date of this notice, whichever is longer, within which to 
supply the omission or correction in order to avoid abandonment. EXTENSIONS OF THIS TIME
